Even at Shia Hing tho 
West Rivor carries a larger volume of water 
than all that which pastos Canton, “This 
magnificent river has ita’ sources in tho 
Provinces west abd north-west of “Kwang 
Bai, and flows. almost due cant across this 
Provines, Passing Ng Chow, ‘(called in 
Mandarin Wo Chow), it enters Kwang 
Tong Province and cuntinues ite asl ward 
céurac till withia 40 or 60 miles of Canton, 
At aewall market town called Ching Koo, 
tix miles above Som Shui, it turria sharply 
to the zouth, passes two miles wost of Sa 
‘Shui, and continuing a courea ulmost, “ae 
eoutl, it enters the sen e fow miles west of 
Macab.: ‘The mouth of this gréat river docs 
not seem to be woll known to foreigners, 
aod Ldo not know whethor there ix a bar 
at its mouth or cot. But from s point'a 
‘few miles above the mouth, opposite Kong 
Mun 
native boateforyaars. T fee! sure that from 
that point to Shin Hing 20 foot-pf water can 
be found’all Uhe year. round, arid if there in 
no bar at its month; large steamers could 
go up to Shiu Hing. Tu the northern ‘part 
of Kwang Tung rises tho Nortli River, 
which flows southward across the Proviace,

JAPAN SND THE POWERS. 


aN ENGLISH OPINION, 


The Japanese cannot be unaware, as they 
have been worncd from more thon one 
quarter since they commenced their adyén- 
ture in Corea last July, that the conditions 
which they will seek to impose on China 
must be closely sorutinised by the Great 
Puwero.

_ RUSSIA IN: THE FAR BAST. 
+ “THE aMUR DIsraror. 
Recent evenia in the Far Eaat have di 


e 

ected by Russian politicians, ia destined 
in the fnture to play an important part in 
the political economy of the Esstern Em- 
pire of/Ruasia. The rapid progress belng 
made with the construction.of the Trane- 
Siberiun Railway is, in Itsolf, an avidence 
of the importanes which the Imperial Gov- 
ernment attaches to the project of making 
the Amur the groat centre and supportin 
base of Russia’s political and cotsmiecoial 
interests in Eastern Asia. ¢ 

Jo the early part of the current year, the 
Ministry of Finance commissioned the woll- 
known traveller and scientific, G. OC. Grum- 
Grehiciailo, to make a close ztudy of the 
Avuur region, and a sceond mission. of in- 
vestigation .wes subsequently. sent out 
vuder-the-direaiion-of Senator P.-P,-Seme- 


noff, "Vice-President of the Russian Geo- 
graphical Society. Tho roporta of these 
Commissioners have now been published, 
and ferme very bulky volume, They deal 
chiefly with the system of colonisation and 
exploilgtion of the Amur, and prospective 
development of various industries in con- 
nection with the Siberian Railway, The 
following brief summary of the history ond 
prospects of this now extremely important 
vantern possession of Rasaia may not 
‘davoid of interest iu the fdce of recent 
evonts, : ' 

It wes in 1845 that Alexander von Mid- 
dondorff mado the surprising discovery 
that the Giliaks inhabiting the torritory ly- 
ing between'the Pacific const and tho great 
estuary of the Amur were not subject to 
China whose frontier Iny much further to 
tho south. Thus Russia suddenly found 
eraolf iv possession of 50,000 square verste 
of territury which sho bad never dreamt of 
claiming. Sulsequently, voder the Aigun 
Tromy of 1838 and tho Pokin Treaty of 
1860, Hunsia acquired another immense 
tract cunnidy northwards and including 
tha so-called Ussuri district, which forms her 
frontier contignona to Cores. Since then. 
the Amur region has become the great cen- 
tro of fier interests in the Sar Kast, and the 
home of & constant stream of imminranta 
from European Russia, Tho first settlers 
in the newly-acquired territory were by uo 
mous voluntary omigranta, but rather en- 
forced coluniata, ‘These worg Ovssacks 
from the Tranebaikal and peasunta from | 
the district of Irkutzk. With the verf 
vfouucipation. the firat impetus wus 
given to tho regular’ culonisation of 
the Amur. ‘Tho Government granted 
very’ generous privileges to tho oatly 
séttlers, They received in free gift ex- 
téveivo wllotmunts, and were frood from 
the payment of the poll-tex and ‘obrok,’”
